Labarre, Madeleine Dover, Madrienne 
La Bane and ‘ Butterfly.’ ”’ Misconduct 
is also alleged at 45 Mason Street, Som- 
erville, Mass., between December, 1919, 
and June, 1920. Mrs. Shaw alleges she 
had not lived with her husband since 
her discovery of his alleged misconduct. 

In her affidavit supporting the com- 
plaint Mrs. Shaw states that her decree 
nisi from her first husband was obtained 
April 13, 1901, and became absclute six 
months afterward, She further alleges 
that her husband maintained Miss La 
Barre and her mother “in great style ”’ 
and expended about $15,000 a year on 
her. She instances checks on the Equi- 
table Trust Company, showing her qus- 
band gave Miss La Barre $25 a week 
spending money. She alleges that he 
bought a waten for her in Boston for 
$675 and that he paid for the following 
articles purchased for her at William 
Filene’s Sons, Boston: .Scarf, $250; 
bloomers, $5; union suit, $4.50; sweater, 
$16.50; one flower, 75c. 

She charges that her husband main- 
tained Miss La Barre and her mother 
lavishly both in New York and also had 
a home for them at 45 Mason Street, 
Somerville, Mass. Miss La Barre, she 
further alleges, ‘‘ has no occupation and 
earns next to nothing,’’ that she has ex-

Mrs. Shaw produces letters purportng 
to have been written by Miss La Barre to 
Shaw, calling the defendant, *‘ My darling 
sweetheart ’’ and signed ‘‘ Madrienne 
Butterfly.’’ The letters, say Mrs. Shaw, 
she found among her husband’s personal 


effects. They included a letter from 
Mrs. La Barre to her daughter and a 
birthday card from the co-respondent to 
Shaw inscribed, ‘‘ Just the fontest recol- 
lections ‘from another little Butterfly. 
Birthday greeting.. Sweetheart.’ On 
the card appéared a group of little but- 
terflies. 

In her affidavit Mrs. Shaw says she 
is destitute and has had no money from 
her husband since March 10, 1921, and 
that a warrant of dispossess was made 
out against her. - It was said. she was 
forced to move from her apartment at 
255 West 108th Street and that her hus- 
band had refused to allow her to occupy 
“The Farm” in North Salem, West- 
chester County. 

She alleges Shaw left her penniless to 
force her to accept $500 a month. When 
they lived together, she added, their ex- 
penses were about $49,090 a year. At 
one time, she said, her husband threat- 
ened he would not remember her in -his 
will if she was not kind to him. 

Shaw is said to be rated at more than 
$1,000,000 by financial agencies. He

The Department of Commerce has | 
been recently advised of a custom or | 
practice of Deputy Shipping Commis- 
sioners to accept gratuities from ship 
owners when performing their official 
duties. Secretary Hoover, on Wednes- 
day, djrected the Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce, C. H. Huston, to make 
a thorough investigation of the Ship- 
ping Commissioner, Patrick H. Quinn, 
and his deputtes in charge of the 
Port of New York. 

As a result of this investigation 
facts were develdped that practically 
all of the Deputy Shipping Commis- 
sloners were accepting gratuities from 
ship owners in sums of from $5 to 
$10, and that these gratuities were 
being pooled and prorated weekly 
afiong the Deputy Commissioners. 
The amounts received by the Deputy 
Commissioners from this source were 
equal to or greater than their regular 
compensation from the Government. 

In accordance with civil ‘service 
rules, Mr. Huston served notice upon 
the United States Shipping Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Quinn, immediately sus- 
pending him without pay and giving 
him a period of fifteen days to an- 
swer the charge preferred against him, 
which was that of “ inefficiency and 
neglect to duty.’’

Forty 6r more confectioners of the 
city in conference at the City Hall 
yesterday with Mrs. Louis Reed Welz- 
miller, Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Markets, voted unanimously to reduce 
the price of their ice cream to 10 cents 
a dish plus 1 cent war tax when served 
at the counter. Furthermore, they 
agreed to shave 2 cents off the price of 
ice cream sodas. This is equal to the 
war tax, so, that the sodas hereafter 
will be 15 cents including the war tax. 
Mrs. Welzmiller asked that the sodas 
also be put down to 11 cents, remarking 
that many dealers already. have cut to 
this price and found it profitable be- 
cause of the increased business. 

The confectioners pointed out that be- 
cause of the additional cost to them, 
they would continue to charge the ol@ 
wartime prices when the patrons are 
served at a table. 

Benjamin Miller, proprietor of eight 
stores on Broadway, one on Nassau 
Street and another in Brooklyn, said 
that he had tried in two stores the ex- 
periment of selling ice cream at 10 cents 
a plate and ice cream sodas at the same 
price. ‘The experiment was made in 
one of his best stores in Manhattan and 
in ene of his stores in a poor section 
of Brooklyn..

IS BATTLESHIP OBSOLETE? 


Observers Answer No, but New 
Means of Protection Must 
Be Created. 


TWO BOMBS DID THE WORK 


Dropped in the Sea Near the Ship, 
They Opened Her Seams and 
Sank Her in 25 Minutes.

ON BOARD U. 8S. DESTROYER 
LEARY, at Sea, en route Norfolk, 
July 21.—The problem of whether the 
modern battleship can be sunk by air- 
bombing attack was solved in 
quick time this afternoon when 
Martin bombers attacked at sea 
miles outside the Virginia Capes 
sank the ex-German dreadnought 
with 2,000 pound demoli- 
ticn bombs in twenty-five minutes. 
Only one division cf six Martin bombe 
ers and one Handley-Page plane made

|} the attack, each carrying and dropping 


a powerful 2,000 pound TNT bomb, 
but the Ostfriesland had been disposed 
and was under the surface of the 
ocean when the Handley-Page machine, 
carrying the seventh and last bomb, at- 
tacked and dropped its bomb as a parte 
ing funeral salute to what was once the 
pride of the Germany navy. 

“ Will Be Heard Round the World.” 

General Williams, army Chief of Orde 
nance, sounded the keynote of comment 
in which groups of officers, aircraft men 
and other experts indulged after the 
bombing. General Williams said: 

“TI don’t think that the modern bate 
tleship has been shelved or rendered 
obsolete by the sinking of the Ostfries- 
land. A bomb was fired today that 
will be heard around the world. It is 
a heavier explosive charge than has 
ever been delivered against a battle- 
ship. Its sinking of the Ostfriesland 
means that the capital ship now faces 
a new menace that must be guarded 
against by every possible study und 
effort. 

“The biggest mine exploded against 
battleships weighs 500 pounds; the big+ 
gest torpedo, 500 pounds; the heaviest 
depth charge, 300 pounds, and the big- 
gest charge ever fired from a big gun 
was 1,800 pounds, fired from the big 
Gathman experimental gun. Today we 
have seen a 2,000-pound bomb, half of 
whose weight represented TNT explo- 
sive, dropped alongside a _ battleship 
after having been carried by an air- 
plane 100 miles from base out to sea. 
The thing done today was the carrying 
of:a mine’ of unprecedented size out 
that distance in land planes and put- 
ting it down successfully. Stop and 
think what that all means.” ~° 
Air Commodore Charlton of the Brit- 
ish Navy did not care to comment at 
length on the results, but echoed Gen- 
eral Williams’s views by saying: 

‘“My onlx comment is that this shot 
will ring around the world. That’s been 
said before, but it’s true.’’ 


Vindicates General Mitchell. 


Until today the consensus of opinion 
among naval officers on the transport 
Henderson, witnessing the test as ¢€x- 
perts, was that the Ostfriesland would 
not be sunk by the airmen, and that it 
would be necessary to batter the target 
to pieces with broadside salvos of the 
14-inch guns of the flagship Pennsyl- 
vania of the Atlantic fleet. The appar- 
ent failure yesterday of smaller bombs 
of 230, 550 and 600 pound weight to de- 
stroy the watertight integrity of the tar- 
get encouraged naval men in their argu- 
ment that Brig. Gen. William S. Mitch- 
ell, Assistant Chief of the Army Air 
Service, was wrong in his belief that 
airmen would destroy the Ostfriesland, 
much less put her ‘‘ out of action.” 

Tonight General Mitchell is a hero in 
the army establishments of tidewater 
Virginia, idolized by members of the 
air brigad@ at Langley Field, while of- 
ficers of the navy doff their caps to 
him as a man who has ‘“‘ made good”’ 
his predictions by achievement. The 
destruction of the Ostfriesland—is now 
recognized as having wiped out all alibis 
of side deck protective armor, which it 
was argued would protect the vitals of 
the battleship against aerial bombs. 

Instead of seeking to penetrate deck 
armor General Mitchell gave his men 
orders not to hit the Ostfriesland if they 
could avoid it, but to drop their bombs 
as close as possible in the water along 
the waterline of the target. His object 
was to shake open the seams of the 
dreadnought and send it toppling. over 
into the sea, regardless of the character 
ef stiff armor protection. 

It has been General Mitchell's contén:> 
tion that battleships can be sunk by 
dropping powerful enough bombs along- 
side in the water. He has proven his 
case. He did not expect to sink thé 
Ostfriesland with 600-pounders; he 
thought there was a chance that it might 
be done with 1,000-pound bombs and 
risked his reputation with the positive 
declaration that he was certain it could 
be achieved with 2,000-pound bombs. 

Even the 600-pound bombs droppéd 
yesterday wrought greater damage than 
the official board was able to detect in 
its examination. When the sun dawned 
bright with, ideal flying conditions this 
morning, it was evident that the 
Ostfriesland had gone down some by 
the stern over night. The Board of Obé 
servers went on board and found that 
the after part of the target vessel had 
sunk two feet during the night. Closer 
examination showed that there had been 
slight openings in the un 





he through which , the Ostfriesland 
was slowly taking in water. 

There wére two short and decisive 
phases of today’s ‘final puunding of the 
Ostfriesland, an early morning attack 
by five army Martin bombers propping 
1,000-pound bombs and the midday com- 
pletion of tae job by the Martin bomb- 
epvand Handley-Page machine carrying 
2, pound bomos. 

Considerable damage was done in the 
morning attack when only five 1,000- 
round bombs were dropped, scoring 
three direct hits. Assuming—but only 
assuming—that these hits had not dam: 
aged steering gears, boilers, pumps or 
machinery, the water taken in as a re- 


sult of the damage thus far done might 
ave been pumped out and the Ostfries- 
and mignt have been abie to reach port. 

But no amount of intact machinery 
and pumps could have’ saved the 
Ostfriesland from the 2,000-pouna bombs 
which tne army Martins dropped with 
such skili in the water close along both 
port and starboard sides of the target 
this afternoon. 

It is generaily believed by army and 
naval Oidmance men that two of the six 
2,000-pound bombs did the work. These 
were the fourth and (fifth bombs 
diopped, one of which fell in the water 
cioge in along the portside of the quar- 
terdeck and which fairly rocked and 
lifted the great 22,800-ton dreadnought, 
the other bomb falling into the wuter 
close in on the port side of the stern. 

Almost iminediately after the fifth 

“b b was aropped the Ostfriesland was 
s@ing down astern and her water line 
Ww rising on the forward starboard 
quarter of the target. By the time the 
sixth bomb was dropped the wounded 
dreadnought was sinking rapidly by the 
siern; then her afterdecks went under, 
while the bow stuck out in the air a 
distance equal to twice that from the 
water line upward. The ship in four 
more mifutes was listing heavily to 
port. She rolled over quickly on her 
port beam ends and turned turtle to 
port, exposing two-thirds of her entire 
bottom from inainmast forward, glisten- 
ing with sea water and barnacles. Hav- 
ing. thus turned turtle the ‘great hulk 
sifd down stern first toward the ocean 
boitom until only a few feet of the in- 
vetted bow was visible. 


Stands on End in Sinking.

The Ostfriesland was sunk in about 
fifty fathoms or 300 feet of water, and 
she measured 546 feet along the water- 


ling from stern to stern, When the 
sic’n had reached bottom, probably 
fifty feet of the bow was still vis.bie 
while, the sinking stopped momentarily 
end the bow seemed to stand still. The 
bow soon dropped forward into the 
water. lt was as if the Washington 
Monument had been placed slantingly in 
the sea, with its base ploughing into the 
sand and the apex for a few seconds ré- 
maining exposed before cutting through 
ie water to the bottom of the ocean. 
THe Ostfriesland was sunk in water 
deep enough not to make the battered 
taiget an obstruction to navigaticn.

Géneral Mitchell has flown more than 
2,000 miles this week in connéction with 
the Frankfurt and Ostfriesland tests.

the, tests demonstrated the superiority 
of the army bombs over the navy bombs. 
There were many more ‘‘ duds,’’ or dead 
hits with bombs that failed to explode by 
the navy than by the army. This was 
especially true yesterda when there were 
nine ‘‘ duds ’’ out of thirteen hits scored 
on the deck of the battieship with 230, 
550 and 600 pound tonibs. The army 
bombs were longer and dropped 
straighter than most of those used by 
the navy. Some of the naval bombs 
dropped yesterday wobbled, or even 
turned over, While descending from 
plane to target. : 

While the approximate weight of to- 
day’s army bombs was 2,000 pounds, 
the explosive charge weighed 1,000 
pounds for the TNT in each bomb. 
The bombs were 11 feet 6 inches long 
and their maximum diameter was 18.6 
inches. They could be seen easily with 
the naked é@ye from the deck of the 
Henderson, which was two miles from 
the target. Every time one of the 
bombs exploded in the water there was 
a simultaneous water hammer heard 
and felt against the side of the Hender- 
son and each of the more than twelve 
American warships of all types present 
today. Nose and tail fuses assure the 
function of the army bombs without de- 
lay. The bombs had no suspension lugs 
and were carried by steel slings passéd 
under the cylindrical body at its centre 
of gravity. The so-called army 1,000- 
pound demolition bombs used today ac- 
tually weighed 1,100 pounds, and each 
carried an explosive charge of 550 
pounds of TNT. : 

The five Martin bombers in_ this 
morning’s attack arrived on the scene 
at 8:25 o'clock, and at 8:30 four small 
range-finding bombs were let loose. At 
8:35 o'clock the Martins started bomb- 
ing with their 1,000-pound bombs. They 
traveled in single column, circling over 
the target. While the five planes car- 
riéd twelve bombs, only five 1,000-pound 
bombs were dropped. Having scored 
three great hits out of the’ five bombs 
dropped, the Martins were ordered to 
cease bombing at 8:50 o'clock by the 
Official Board, which ruled that enough 
direct hits had been made to warrant 
calling off the rest of the 1,000-pound 
bomb attack. As the five Martins sped 
homeward they dropped the remaining 
seven 1,000-pound bombs into the sea, 
in full view of the assembled fleet. The 
purpose of this was to lessen the weight 
their fuel supply had to haul to their 
base, ninéty-seven miles distant. 


None Regarded as Fatal. 

The first direct hit with a 1,000-pound 
bomb this morning was on the starboard 
side of the forecastle deck. The second 
bomb dropped fell in the water 150 
yards off the port bow and was not a 
direct hit. The next bomb made the 
second direct hit. It fell on the star- 
board side neaYy the aft funnel and ecat- 
tered flying wreckage. The fourth bomb 
dropped scored a direct hit in the same 
part of the ship, and sent black soot 
flowing from all three funnels. The 


fifth bomb was not a direct hit and fell 
eff the starboard beam 70 yards distant 
in the water. All three caused real 
damage to the <&ck equipment and 
superstructure, but the Naval Board de- 
eclared none of them would havé sunk 
the ship. None pierced the armor pro- 
tected deck. 

The second hit considerably damaged

The primal purpose of a navy is fo 
carry the powér of the nation onto the 
high seas and into foreign waters if 
neceasary to back up our policies, none 
of which purposes are in any way af- 
fected by operations necessarily con- 
fined to 100 miles from our coasts. It 
demonstrates the enormous value of air- 
craft as auxiliaries of coast defense and 
also a necessity of meeting aerial at- 
tack by aerial defense, and of a fleet 
carrying with it, where: it is to meet 
the cnemy, battle planes ,or pursuit 
Planes to attack, drive off or destroy 
enemy bombing nlanea.’’

Glenn Martin Is Pleased. 


Many men prominent in aviation de- 
velopment in civil life were on board 
the Henderson, They were greatly im- 
pressed. Two of the witnesses were 
Glenn L. Martin, who designed the big 
Martin bombers used tuday, and Col- 
orel John W. Joyes of the Army Ord- 
nance Department, who in 1913 was 
the first American to experiment with 
actual bomb dropping. Joyes and Mar- 
tin got together on this project in that 
year at San Diego, rigged up an earlier 
type Martin two-place plané and dropped 
in all about 200 bombs on‘a target laid 
out on the earth. The bombs used in 
that experiment weighed only 15 and 25 
pounds. The recommendations which 
Colonel Joyés made in 1913 a8 a result 
of his first experiments were pigeon- 
holed at the time., His work at San 
Diego and that of Glenn Martin was 
more than vindicated today. 

After the sinking of the target today 
THe New York Times representative ob- 


tained a significant statetment from 
Glenn Martin. 

‘‘It is evident, with the large per- 
centage of hits and the size of bombs to 
be catried hereafter,’’ hé said, ‘* that 
no fleet afloat is safe if it loses control 
of the air. Control of the séa is now 
insufficient. Ts of the air fs vitally 
necessary. Each country must have suf- 
ficient air torce to safeguard its capi- 
tel ships.

Test Impresses Mr. Denby. 


After thé tests Secretary of the Navy 
Denby, who saw them today from the 
transport Henderson, was asked for his 


opinion as to the lesson of thé day’s op- |

care to venture an opinion in advance 
of the receipt of the réport of tire offi- 
ciel boafd of observers. However, Mr, 
Denby paid high tribute to the skill and 
courage of the fliers. 

‘The plunge of the Ostfriesland,’ 
said Mr. Denby, ‘' when shé sank after 
the térrifie potinding of the last two 
vays, ended one of the most remarkable 
and interesting series of experimerits 
ever conducted. They have been prac- 
tically perfect {in co-ordination between 
the two services,-and lave been Char- 
acterized throughout by a fine spirit of 
comradeship. Scientific conclus ons of 
the utmost value undoubtedly will re- 
sult from. the seriés. One outstanding 
and most. admirable feature has béen 
the splendid courage and skill of the 
air men. I congratulate them with all 
my heart."’ 


Demonstrates a ‘‘ Cold Fact.”’ 


General Ménoher did not hesitate to 
emphasize his belief that the sinking of 
the Ostfriesland brings directly into the 
foreground a new menace to thé battle- 
ship which both the army and navy, a8 
well as Congress, will have to také steps 
to mieéet. 

“A cold, material fact has been demon- 
strated. That fact is that the battleship 
can be sunk by the aerial bomb. That's 
the real leés6n of this affair. bk haven't 
changed my mind at all as a résult of 
these bombing manéetivrés., I have 
always contended that the bomb did 
constitute a very grave ménace to thé 
ships and that extraordinary 
precautions had to be taken to méet the 
ménace, That's the whole story.

I tm exceedingly gratified over the 
accuracy With Which the bombers deliv- 
eréd their bombs at sea 100 milés from 
the flyig field and in hovering over 
the various targets, all with land planes 
which could not latid at sea. .

| that they Rave been able to do all this 
without a single casualty i§ both impor- | 


tant and exceedingly gratifying. 

“It shows good training and discipline 
and demonstrates above All thing& the 
ability of the Liberty motor, The Mar- 
tins as well as the De Havilands which 
delivered the lighter bombs all used the 
Libérty motors for these lofg journeys 
seaward. It is gratifying to know that 
we caf havé as réliable a bomb and fuse 
as has been used in these tests and 
turned out by the ordné&nce branch of 
the army.”’ 

Captain W. A. Moffat, director of Na- 
val Aeronautics, was asked his opinion.

Senator Poindexter, Chairman of the

Mr. Martin told THe NEW YORK TIMES 
representative that he had just com-

carrying 7,500 pounds of bombs and 
8,000 pounds of gas per plane, which, he 
said, ‘‘is enough fuel for a radius of 
1,000 mites at 100 miles an hour.”’

The 
usual bombing. load is 2,400 pounds. The 
hew bombers will have a total useful 
bombing load of 15,500 pounds. 

‘‘In 1913 théré were advocatés 
bombing m the army. The first offictal 
use of bombs in the army was th 1913, 
at San Diego, by Colonel Joyes, who is 
aboard today. The mechanics and sight- 
ing used at San Diego were crude com- 
pared with what is used today, and 
that is less than a decadé back. The 
small bombs then used were dropped 
2,000 to 3,000 feet. The officers in 
charge reported the necessity for de- 
velopment of air bombing and made a 
very compréhensive report. Nothing 
further was done about it for four 
yéars, when, ih 1917, air bombing was 
again takén up by the War Department 
aftér the great war Started. Since then 
bombing from aircraft has developed 
rapidly in both the army and navy.”’ 


Augustus Post’s Prediction. 


Augustus Post of New York, Secretary 
of the Aéro Club of America, inter- 
viewed by Tom NEW YORK ‘TIMfa repte- 
sentative on the deck of the Hefiderson, 
said:

‘““We need a great résérve of air ma- 
chines and men trained for this work, 
with the necessity of doing everything 
possible for the,industry, becausé com- 
métce will be served as gréatly as the 
naval and military forces by stich air 
development. 

‘Tf the entire obtetry could have .wit- 
riessed these bombing tests it weuld 
hive been completely cohvinced of the 

resent yital need of this type of bomb- 
ng airplane. There is no doubt that 
thé scouting platié is of vital ee 
in view of its ability to locate fleets 
in a great area and with the least loss 
of time.

By Repairing Uniforms

WASHINGTON, July 21.—In two of 
its many activities alone, the Sal- 
vage Branch of the Quartermaster 
Corps has saved the Government 
nearly $1,750,000 during the last fis- 
cal year, according to an announce- 
ment made by the War Department 
today. 

Through its various shops and 
plants the Salvage Branch repaired 
478,980 pieces of clothing at a cost of 
$154,717.50. The value of the clothing 
after reclamation ‘is estimated at 
$1,717,948.92, and the net saving to 
the Government $1,563,231.42. The 
greater part of these repair activities 
consisted of current work; that is, 
the repair of clothing and its return 
to the original wearer.

He Estimates the Shortage in the 
Crop Yield at 27,900,000,- 
000 Pounds. 


The official Bolshevist newspaper, 
Pravda of Moscow, under date of June 
26, telling of the terrible sufferings of 
the Russian people, says that ‘‘as a 
result of the drought and the crop fail- 
ure, famine is raging among a popula- 
tion numbering about 25,000,000.’’ 

This announcement, given out yester- | 
day by A. U. Sack, Director of the Rus- 
sian Information Bureau in the United 
States, who represents the Russian anti- 
Bolshevist forces in this country, con- 
firms recent cable dispatches which have 
described the widespread famine condi- 
tions prevailing in Russia. 

The famine territory, Mr. Sack said,

STAY FRENCH THIEF’S DEATH 


EPINAL, France, July 21. — Antoine 
Savin, the first man sentenced to death 
in France for highway robbery with vio- 
lencé and attempted murder since the 


Middle Ages, has received a stay of ex- 
ecution from the Court of Appeals. 
in 1919 assatited an American 
soldier, George Goldham, leaving him 
for dead on the highroad, after rifling 
his pockets. Although the victim re- 
covered, the death penalty was imposed. 

In pronouncing sentence the Judge 
specified that Savin would be guillo- 
tined in the largest square in Hpinal, 
but the Court of Appeals has ruled that 
the Judge exceeded his authority, as, 
while he had the right to designate the 
city where the execution was to take 
place, he could not name the exact spot. 

Savin, the Court of Appeals has de- 
cided, must die, but the public square 
where his execution is to be carried out 


must be designated by the Mayor.

Commenting upon the testimony be- 
fore the Meyer committee of Detectives 
Gegan and Brown, who characterized 
Kleist as a ‘‘ bunco steerer,’’ Mr. Le 
May said: 

“That would not be 
him, or anything like it.” 

At the end of Mr. Le May’s testimony, 
Mr. Hirshfield said he had called him 
as a witness because the Meyer com- 
mittee had tried to make it appear that 
Kleist was a ‘‘faker’’ and a ‘* bunco 
steerer,’’ and he wanted to show that 
the probability was that Kleist would 
try to carry out any agreement he had 
made. 

. Detective Conkling testified that De-

Association, saying that Kleist would 
lobby the bill through for $10,000 and 
that this money would be returned if 
the bill did not become a law.

JAPAN AT THE CONFERENCE. 

The Tokio dispatch to the effect 
that Japan is ready to indicate her 
unreserved acceptance of President 
HARDING’s invitation to the Washing- 
ton Conference is credible enough, for 
the eaxlier report that she would de- 
cline to take part in a discussion of 
the Pacific and Far Eastern concerns 
was too absurd for belief. There was 
nothing unusual in Japan’s expression 
of a desire to be informed as to the 
scope of the Conference before accept- 
ing the invitation. According to the 
Tokio dispatch, she feels that there 
need be no reservation concerning the 
Pacific problems, as she has full faith 
the friendly sentiments of the 
United States and the other partici- 
pating Powers. / 

Japan clearly understands the pur- 
pose of the Conference to be ‘‘ world 
‘“* peace and the advancement of civ- 
‘‘jlization.’’ To that end she will 
perceive, of course, that there are cer- 
tain understandings and adjustments 
to be reached between nations having 
interests in the Pacific and the Far 
East, since good understanding there 
is fundamental in any peace under- 
taking. 

Japanese newspapers, like those of 
Western nations, will have their fling 
about the Conference, and some of 
them discuss the matter in a fine jingo

spirit. In this category must be put 
the statement of a Tokio newspaper 
that the Cabinet has decided that 
questions affecting sovereign rights of 
participants in the Conference, like 
the Yap question and Shantung, can- 
not be discussed, The Yap question 
does indeed involve sovereign rights, 
our own, for instance, and it has al- 
ready been placed in another field of 
discussion by our own choice. - But in- 
asmuch as the members of the Con- 
ference will represent the sovereign 
Powers involved, and since Yap and 
Shantung are distinctly international 
questions, it is unlikely that Japan 
would wish to put herself in the posi- 
tion of barring them from considera- 
tion.

RAILWAY PROSPERITY. 

The returns for May indicate an im- 
proving prospect that the railways in 
due time will pass from the decayed 
estate of those who have seen better 
days to the vigorous condition of those 
whose best days lie before them. That 
is true, although their total operating 
decreased nearly thirteen 
millions for the month. But operating 
expenses decreased nearly forty-nine 
millions. There are’ other minor 
changes, with the result that there is 
a balance to the good this May of 
$37,080,654 against a deficit last May 
of $5,429,769. For the first five 
months this year similar changes con- 
vert a net operating income last year 
of $26,400,110 into $90,382,121 .this 
year. There is a basis for expecting 
that the railways’ gross earnings this 
year will double those of 1914 and 
exceed those of last year. The net is 
still open to conjecture. It depends 
upon the reduction of expenses, as- 
sisted by the usual larger railway 
business in the year’s harvest months, 
whatever the course of general trade. 
There is no hope of higher rates. 
Some even believe that lower rates 
would be more profitable. Lower 
rates would be the natural result of 
larger traffic, and yet there is need 
for making reductions cautiously. 

In the first place, the prostration of 
the railways is severe. They had no 
war profits on which to base an aver- 
age, ang there is ample demonstration 
that the country must take care of the 
railways if it is to be well served by 
them. The restoration of railway 
credit to a position where they can 
finance themselves is necessary in 
the interests of both the taxpayers and 
the shippers, to say nothing of con- 
sumers for whom the shippers act. 
Also, it is necessary to remember that 
the railways are not yet relieved from 
the’ threat of the regulation of rates by 
forty-eight States on a theory of reg- 
ulation different from that of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The

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THE LEAGUE AT WORK. 

If jealous American frowns could 
have killed the League of Nations, it 
would have been dead long ago. Our 
State Department has a chill when- 
ever the postman brings in . letter 
from the League Secretariat. Mention 
the word League to a Senator and he 
shoots out a basilisk glance. All 
Washington acts as if the League 
must never be mentioned, otherwise 
some dreadful but unspecified thing 
might happen. 

In spite of all this studied ignoring 
and discourtesy, however, the League 
cheerfully goes on living. Also, for 
a discredited and dying organization 
it manages to do quite a stroke of 
work. M. VIVIANI explains how the 
Disarmament Commission appointed by 
the League cannot cease to exist just 
because of the conférence to be held 
in Washington.’ To the latter he gives 
warm approval, just as the League 
will give it full co-operation, but the 
League, nevertheless, has no mind to 
commit guicide. In the House. of 
Commons, the other day, Mr. FisHER 
made a compact statement of the 
business transacted at the recent 
meeting of the Council of the League 
at Geneva. It settled the question 
of the Aland Islands; it heard the 
delegate from Albania and advised 
him to go to the Council of Arnbassa- 
dors; it brought about an agreement 
between’ Poland and Lithuania; it ef- 
fected an arrangement between Dan- 
zig and Poland.

TWO STATE TREASURERS. 


So embittered is the fight between 
the Lundin-Thompson machine and 
the Lowdenites in lllinois that out- 
lander friends of good government, 
necessarily sympathizing with the op- 
ponents of the machine, are the more | 
bound to be guarded in their com- 
ments on the indictments found by 
the Sangamon County Grand Jury. 
SMALL and Lieut. Gov. 
STERLING, each formerly State Treas- 
urer, are indicted, with a private cit- 
izen, of conspiracy to defraud the 
State of $2,000,000 and of embezzle- 
ment of $700,000, and the two 
former individually of embezzlement 
of $500,000. While SmMaLL and STER- 
LING were Treasurers they were re- 
quired by law to deposit, within five

days after receipt, ail money paid 
them on State accounts in such city 
banks in Illinois as they believed safe 
and that paid the highest interest. 

Here, it may be observed, was a 
discretion easily dangerous. Indeed, 
the terms of the law are antithetical. 
The highest interest with the highest 
security is a prescription weakening 
to discretion. This is not, however, 
the temptation to which the two 
Treasurers are said to have yielded. 
They are alleged to have divided the 
daily balances into two funds, of 
which the smaller belonged to loans 
lawfully made to real banks, and the 
greater, humorously calied the ‘‘ safe 
fund,” with a daily average of $10,- 
000,000, was deposited in a sort of 
phantom bank which had no other 
customer than the State of Illinols, 
One almost seems to be redding a de- 
tective romance, not a Grand Jury 
report. ‘‘ Generally in lots of $500,- 
000,” the ‘‘ safe fund” was deposited 
in the one-depositor bank, which gave 
the Treasurer in return a mere certif- 
icate of deposit without collateral. 

It is averred that with these de- 
posits short-time notes were bought 
at a discount, that the Treasurers 
made fat profits thereby, and that if 
any part of those profits went into the 
State Treasury it was less than 2 per 
cent, It is not clear, at least at this 
distance, how the State was ‘* de- 
frauded,” even if the fat profits can 
be proved. The State was entitled 
only to the highest rates-of interest 
consistent with secufity, If it has 
received that rate on the ‘‘ safe fund ” 


deposits, it has lost nothing that it 


would not have received if the law 
had been stfictly followed.

Whatever he did or 
didn’t do as State Treasurer, the public 
interest is in the change of the system 
which gives the opportunity for such 
delinquencies as are charged. It 
should not be in the power of any 
State Treasurer to miskandle the State 
funds. His hands should be tied by 
the law. Without any reference to 
the Illinois case, loose customs of 
dealing with’ public moneys have 
grown up. The Sangamon Grand 
Jury wants the Illinois Legislature to 
investigate ‘‘ the whole subject of the 
handling of public funds,” to establish 
official misconduct, if such there be, 
and to consider what 
needed ‘‘to protect the interests of

That 
being a serious offense, how about those 
with whom he bargained—those whom, 
in effect, he bribed with promises of 
confiscated gold to do what they could 
to help his principals in attaining their 
political ends? This’is a moral rather 
than a legal question, and, fortunately, 
it is purely academic, for the pressure 
that .was exerted accomplished nothing 
in Washington.

Maps on file here showed that Lot 162, 
where the fire started, contained forty- 
five acres instead of eighty-five, as re- 
ported from Mexico City. On this forty- 
five acres seventeen rigs had been 
erected up to a week ago and three sd- 
ditional locations made.

No. 2. and Taylor :(d_ Buckley 
were due to come in this week, and oil 
men here assumed they were the" wells 
where the fire started, as they were 
close together. 

Companies operating on Lot 162 were 
stated to include the Aguila Company, 
Midco- Petroleum Company, Indiana. 
Mexican Company, Mextcan Sinclai: 
Oil Company, Coronat Petroleum Com- 
pany, Texas Company and S. L. Kone.

AND BOOKS CLOSED 


Two Houses Offer $3,000,000 
Central Maine Power 7 Per 
‘ Cent. Bonds at 951. 


TO REDEEM TOBACCO NOTES 


American Company Will Retire $3,- 
333,000 Series C Paper—$5,000,- 
000 Detroit Railway Issue Soon. 


The subscription books of the $100,- 
000,000 Government of French Republic 
twenty-year non-callable 7% per cent. 
bonds, opened to the public on May 23, 
were closed yesterday. The issue, of- 
fered by J. P. Morgan & Co. and ap- 
proximately fifty associated banks, was 
probably the final French loan which 
will be offered in this country as a 
result of the war. The bonds were 
sold at 95 and yield approxifately 8 
per cent. 

The books have ‘been kept open by the 
underwriters for’ the extraordinarily 
long time to clean up the small balance 
of bonds which remained unsold when 
the bulk of them were moved.

$13,130,795 GOLD ARRIVES. 


Ten-Day Shipments Bring Total to 
$359,490,882 Since Jan. 1. 


During the ten days ended July 10 
$13,130,795 in gold was imported into the 
United States, bringing the total since 
Jan. 1 to $359,490,882, according to a 
report issued by the Federal Reserve 
Board yesterday, making a new high 
record for gold holdings. Exports of 
gold from the United States during the 
ten-day period ended July 10 were 
$1,243,953, making a total since the be- 
ginning of the year of $7,934,517. 

Imports of silver into the United States 
during the first ten days of July were 
$1,488,086, bringing the total since Jan. 
1 to $28,938,449. For the first ten days 
of July the exports of silver from the 
United States were $1,387,350, bringing 
the total since Jan. 1 to $22,428,945. 

France and England continue the 
heaviest exporters of gold. During the 
last ten days $5,912,271 in gold was re- 
ceived from the United Kingdom, bring- 
ing the total since Jan. 1 to $108,162,766. 
France has shipped $77,617,847 in gold to 
the United States since the first of the 


year, of which $4,279,404 was receiv 
within the last ten days. i 


B. & O. Renews Farm Bureau. 

The Baltimore & Ofiio Railroad an- 
nounced yesterday the re-establfshment 
of its agricultural bureau, to carry out 
the program which the company began 
in 1916, but which had to be abandoned 
because of war conditions. The bureau 


will be a part of the commercial de- 
partment of the railroad, in charge of 
H. O. Hartzell, manager, who an- 
nounces the appointment of O. K. Quivey 
as general industrial agent. The chief 
aim of the bureau will be to make the 
facilities of the Baltimore & Ohio avail- 
able to. the farming interests to the 
greatest possible extent.

AND THEN RALLIES 


Prices Fall 3 to 4 Cents on 
Canadian Report, but Close 
Higher Than on Wednesday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 21.~A report from 
Crop Expert Snow, just returned from 
a trip in the Canadian Northwest, who 
declared that the prospects for a bumper 
crop in that section are gone, combined 
with buying of September around $1.23 
by houses with seaboard connections, 
caused a wave of short covering among 
local traders, and while values were off 
3 to 4 cents at the extreme, as com- 
pared with the previous day’s 
the close was the same to \% cent higher 
than Wednesday, with December the 
easiest. Shortly after the Snow report 
was given to the trade numerous Winni- 
peg messages were received confirming 
the claims of deterioration, the extreme- 
ly high temperatures of the previous 
day apparently having resulted in a 
change in sentiment. October in Winni- 
peg gained % cent for the day, while 
Minneapolis was up 2% to 3% cents on 
the deferred futures. 

At the inside figure today wheat was 
off 12 to 14 cents from the high of last 
week, with July leading, and sentiment 
for a time was rather bearish, with con- 
siderable selling by scattered longs 
around the inside figures. The lack of 
outside speculation causes the market to 
get oversold on the breaks and over- 
bought on the bulges,- which makes for 
erratic fluctuations, but on the whole 
sentiment is bullish, with many oper- 
ators talking $1.50 and over ultimately. 
Should anything happen to materially 
reduce the Canadian crop outlook, it 
would be almost impossible for North 
America to export as much wheat as 
last year. The Daily Trade Bulletin to- 
day estimated that after allowing 565,- 
000,000 bushels for bread and seed re- 
quirements the United States has 324,- 
000,000 bushels available for export and 
for carry-over. Consumption, however, 
in this estimate is figured at 31,000,000 
bushels below the average for the last 
{ten years, which is 506,000,000 bushels. 

Export business at the seaboard was 
reported at 180,000 bushels to 240,000

BANK POSITION. 


Comparison of Yesterday's 
With Other Perlods. 


The Federal Reserve statement, issued 
yesterday shows that a new high point 
has been established-in- the system’s 
gold hdldings. The amount was 
$2,508,298,000, which compares with a 
high record of $2,059,333,000 in 1920 and 
with $2,201,804,000 in 1919, the high 
point previous to this year. Rediscounts 
secured by Government collateral at the 
same. time established a low record for 
the year, the total being $609,779,000. 
Note circulation was also at a low rec- 
ord for the year with a total of 
$2,564,613,000. In fact this amount is 
the smallest of any week since July 5, 
1918. The ratio of reserve was the high- 
est of the current year, being 62.5 per 
cent. This is the highest of any week 
since Feb. 8, 1918, when it was 62.9 per 
cent. The low record for reserve in the 
history of the system was 40.5 per cent. 
on May 14, 1920. 

Yesterday's statements make possible 
the following comparison of highest and 
lowest figures of the Reserve system 
statements for 1921 to date and for 
previous years (in thousands of dollars) :

My Dear Mrs. Bacon: It is not possible 
at this timé to reply in detail to your let- 
ter of July 14, for the reason that the 
absence from the city of the Superintendent 
of Schools delays my getting certain in- 
| formation that I require. I note that you 

infer in your letter that the repairs made 
| in the schools to which I. had directed your 
| attention were made after the visits of 
| your committee to inspect the building. I 

am having a report made to me to show 
whether or not this is the fact. The repair 
program for the year 1921 was made up 
the latter part oF 1920 and has not been 
changed, so far as I can learn at this time. 

There is every desire on the part of the 
members of the Board of Education to put 
all of the facts before the people and to 
make them acquainted fully with the con- 
dition In which the school buildings are to- 
day. We are confident that the progress 
made with the new bullding program and 
with the three-year program of repairing 
old buildings has resulted in definite im- 
provement in the housing of pupils. We 
intend to let the people themselves judge 
not only of the housing conditions, but also 
of the splendid work the schools, the teach- 
ers and the children are doing. 


Plans a School Week. 


To this end I intend to ask the Board of 
Education to set apart the week of Octo- 
ber 10 as a ‘*‘ New York Schools Week ”’ 
and to Invite parents of school children and 
all other citizens interested in the public 
schools to visit the schools to see the work 
that is being done and to meet with the 
Principals and teachers in conference upon 
ways to insure further school improvement. 

During that week we shall open every 
school building in the city to public inspec- 
tion. We shall invite parents to see the 
schools in session. In each school we shall 
hold a public meeting for parents and other 
citizens at which the work of the schools 
will be demonstrated. There will also be 
general meetings in selected buildings in 
each school district and city and borough 
meetings ‘for the discussion of pressing 
school problems and the best methods to 
solve them. 

The Board of Education, confident that 
the school system is making’ notable ad- 
vances, and that, in spite of the war, the 
ban upon building construction and labor 
troubles, definite progress has been made 
in improving’the housing situation, will, T 
am certain, authorize the general demon- 
stration of school service to the community. 
The people will then be able to judge for 
themselves by actual visits to the schools 
what the conditions are.
